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Continuation of 13. Otiier: Applicant's arguments from 07/25/08 discuss tlie argument related to "calculating a discount amount based 
upon an invoice amount" and this argument was addressed in the Final Action of 1 1/07/08. In the Arguments of 1 1/26/08, Applicant's 
argue regarding the discount amount and when the payment is received. Claim 1 provides for calculating the discount amount based upon 
the invoice amount but does not discuss the discount being linked to the payment receipt date. Therefore, Applicant's arguments are not 
persuasive, because the prior art, as previously discussed teaches calculating a discount based upon the the invoice amount and 
Applicant's argument that the discount amount is liked specifically to the invoice due date is not considered because such a limitations is 
not actively claimed.
